REMARKS 

Applicants would like to thank Examiner Iran for the indication of allowance of claims 5, 8 
and 9-13. In response to the Office Action dated September 8, 2004, Applicants have amended the 
specification so as to address the pending objection to the disclosure. Also, Applicants have 
amended claim 1 so as to address the pending rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph.
